A man has been charged with causing 
the death of Epsom teenager Charlotte 
Lajoie and seriously injuring two 
others by dangerous driving. 

Arthur Berry, 19, of Findon, 
Worthing, was charged after Miss 
Lajoie, 17, from Epsom, was killed in a 
crash on the A24 in Capel on April 26 
this year. 

She had just won a place at the 
prestigious British Racing School, and 
attended the Priory School in Dorking. 

Mr Berry will appear at East Surrey 
Magistrate’s Court in Redhill on 
Monday, January 25,2016. 

He has been charged with one count 
of causing death by dangerous driving 
and two counts of causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving.

NOT ENOUGH BEDS 


Hospitals struggling to cope with traditional rise in seasonal health problems

Epsom and St Helier Hospitals ran 
out of beds earlier this month, and 
on another day St Helier closed a 
section of its accident and emer¬ 
gency (A&E) department for an 
hour. 

NHS statistics revealed that on 
Monday, December 7, all 668 beds 
within the Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS Trust 


were occupied. 

All but one bed was taken the 
following day, as it was three days 
later on Friday, December 11. 

On three occasions in the same 
week the trust had only one bed 
free for patients in adult critical 
care. 

And on Friday, December 4, St 
Helier Hospital had to divert 
ambulances to other A&E depart¬ 
ments for an hour according to 
an NHS England Situational 
Report, a weekly report carried 
out throughout the winter by 


NHS England. 

A spokesman for the trust said: 
“The divert was not related to 
capacity and, importantly, it 
wasn’t a temporary closure of the 
whole A&E unit. 

“It only applied to patients who 
may have required treatment in 
the resuscitation area of the de¬ 
partment, with ambulances di¬ 
verted for 60 minutes.” 

Epsom and Ewell borough Coun¬ 
cillor Eber Kington said it was 
part of a wider national problem 
as hospitals across the country 


struggle with seasonal health 
problems. 

Coun Kington said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment is saying it’s putting 
more money into this sort of thing 
but the evidence on the ground is 
that it’s still not working. 

“It does not bode well for the 
start of 2016. 

“The cold weather makes you 
worried about people both getting 
sick and slipping and injuring 
themselves - and how the hospi¬ 
tals will cope.”

the week beginning December 7, three 
London hospital trusts ran out of beds, 
two had to divert ambulances and oth¬ 
ers had to partially close wards as the 
winter vomiting bug placed pressure on 
the NHS. 

Last month Surrey Downs and Sutton 
Clinical Commissioning Groups hand¬ 
ed Epsom and St Helier Trust its 
biggest-ever funding boost in an effort 
to stave off financial meltdown over 
Christmas. 

Children’s services, weekend support 
and A&E is benefitting from £1.8m in 
winter funding. 

The funding has provided additional 
nursing and medical staff in the A&E, 
additional nursing, medical, therapy, 
phlebotomy and radiology staff over 
the weekend and additional medical 
and nursing staff in children’s services. 

At the time the trust’s chief operating 
officer Jackie Sullivan said: “We are 
already seeing increases in the number 
of patients that need our services. 

“We have to prepare for that demand 
to grow even further over the coming 
months, as people are more likely to 
pick up respiratory conditions that 
need hospital treatment or are at in¬ 
creased risk of injury due to icy and 
slippery conditions. 

“Every year we tailor plans so we can 
anticipate and deal with any surge in 
demand during winter, and that is the 
approach we are taking this year.”

□ Equal rights campaigner 
Martin Matthews was forced 
to pay a fine after being found 
guilty of causing criminal 
damage to an MPs home. 

The 47-year-old scaled 
Chris Grayling's Ashtead 
home the previous summer 
to protest about the treat¬ 
ment of fathers in divorce 
cases. 

Mr Matthews was fined 
£100 and ordered to pay 
£200 costs and a £20 victim 
surcharge. 

The fine appears to have 
done little to dissuade Mr 
Matthews, who repeated the 
feat, dressed as Bob the 
Builder, in October. 

□ Jimmy White was left 
snookered when eagle-eyed 
shoppers caught him illegal¬ 
ly parking to pick up his dry 
cleaning. 

White, who lives in Epsom 
and is known for his distinc¬ 
tive number plate, not only 
parked up for five minutes on 
the lines to collect his dry- 
cleaning, but before that had 
mounted the pavement ac¬ 
cording to witnesses. 

□ Dressed in First World War 
uniforms, re-enactors paid 
homage to the moment 100 
years prior, when Lord 
Kitchener’s inspected 20,000 


volunteers at Epsom Downs. 

Fortunately the blizzard 
conditions of a century ago, 
so bad one man died of hy¬ 
pothermia, were not repeated. 

February 


□ A huge blaze at a derelict 
mental hospital caused 
massive traffic disruption. 

Acer House, in East Street, 
Epsom, was engulfed in 
flames in the early hours of 
February 19. 

A 54-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
torching the building. 

He was later released with¬ 
out charge. 

Acer House, shut since 
2011, was empty at the time of 
both fires and no one was 
injured. 

□ Hundreds of mourners 
gathered to say goodbye 
to the “world’s greatest 


Gypsy woman”. 

Sylvia Smith, 64, who lived 
in Ewell for 16 years and used 
to read fortunes and give out 
lucky heather, died after a 
battle with cancer. 

A number of pubs, alerted 
by police, closed for fear of 
trouble. But in the event ev¬ 
erything passed off peaceful¬ 
ly, leading to criticism that 
people had over-reacted. 

□ A Range Rover stolen by 
thieves in Epsom was discov¬ 
ered by police on a ship 
destined for Kenya. 

Officers from the 
Metropolitan Police found 
the car, alongside a number 
of others and car parts, in 
containers at the Port of Fe¬ 
lixstowe in Suffolk. 

March 


□ Pub staff and suppliers 
were left fuming after a pub 


landlady and her daughter 
vanished owing them 
thousands of pounds. 

Staff at Headley Hills, a 
17th century coaching inn in 
Church Lane, Headley, along 
with food and drink suppliers 
for the pub, were left in the 
lurch by Susan and Isabella 
Stevenson who surrendered 
the pub lease in February be¬ 
fore disappearing. 

The pub re-opened under 
new management later in the 
month. 

□ Thousands welcomed in 
the arrival of spring at 
the annual Bourne Hall 
celebration. 

Birds of prey were on 


display in the grounds, while 
Ewell St Mary’s Morris Men 
performed traditional dances 
and children were enchanted 
by song and puppetry. 

□ News that dinosaurs are 
alive and living in the Ama¬ 
zon rainforest was revealed 
to the world at a church in a 
leafy Surrey village. 

Or at least it was in the new 
adventure movie Extinction, 
part of which was filmed 
near the producer Ben Loyd- 
Holmes’ home in Ewell 
Village. 

The film was billed by the 
team who produced it as a 
rival to blockbuster Jurassic 
World.

Choose your agent carefully: "Not all agents are 
the same.

Establish a strategy: "Your chosen agent should 
work with you to try to achieve your goals. So 
work out what is important to you. Is time of the 
essence? Or do you need to achieve a particular 
price to deliver your goals? Do you need to be 
moved by the New Year? Or is next summer 
more convenient?" 

Give yourself realistic time frames: "Typically, 
the most interest from buyers comes in the first 
month of being on the market. If you haven't 
had an offer, listen to your agent to work out if 
you need to drop the price. Don't do this too 
soon, but similarly, don't wait too long or the 
property might seem stale. Deals can fall 
through because sellers don't adapt to a 
changing market." 

Do the maths: "Ultimately, a house is worth 
what someone is prepared to pay. However, 
know the value of your property. If you don't 
know what it is really worth, as opposed to what 
you hope it is worth, then how can your buyer 
know?" 

Know your market: "It's not just buyers who 
should do their research. Use a mixture of prop¬ 
erty websites and word of mouth from local es¬ 
tate agents to find out what the house next door 
sold for, as well as similar sized homes further 
afield. Don't fall into the trap of comparing your

price with other guide prices. You need to make 
real comparisons with sold prices. Simply asking 
10 per cent more than what you expect to 
achieve is a strategy that almost always fails." 
Use your poker face: "If the house is worth 
£500,000, stick to your guns, play it cool and lis¬ 
ten to the advice of your agent. Remember, the 
best poker players know when to fold and when 
to play out a hand - it is a game of skill based on 
knowledge of the odds and not a game of 
chance. Selling a house should be the same." 
Consider your tactics: "The first offer might not 
be the best one. Always ask for an increased 
offer and wait. You have the property they want 
to call home. If the buyer is in a rush, use this to 
get the very best offer for your home. This is 
where a good agent really steps-up. But don't be 
afraid to accept the first offer - make your deci¬ 
sion based on the circumstances and on facts, 
not on your preconceived opinions." 

Let the agent negotiate: "Sometimes getting 
personally involved becomes just that - person¬ 
al. The agent will have done this hundreds, if not 
thousands, of times before and will have your 
best interests at heart - to achieve a 
good selling price with the best 
possible purchaser. You should 
have appointed an agent 
that you trust and respect, 
so listen to their advice and 
make sure to ask for it."

Anything can happen, 
but the best things 
happen if you have a 
good plan and imple¬ 
ment it well.

Groundwork done 


If ever there was a year that 
was all about whetting the ap¬ 
petite for what is to come, 
then 2015 was that year, writes 
Tim Ashton. 

The biggest story was un¬ 
doubtedly AFC Wimbledon 
finally getting the go ahead 
from the council to build a 
new stadium in Merton. 

It meant the Dons could re¬ 
turn to their spiritual home, 
to use one of chief executive 
Erik Samuelson’s phrases, 
after 24 years in exile. 

While life on the pitch has 
not been as exciting, with the 
Dons in mid-table, the antici¬ 
pation of running out at the 


new stadium in 2018 can more 
than make up for it. 

In the more immediate fu¬ 
ture, Sutton Common Rovers 
could find themselves in the 
last 16 of the FA Vase, if they 
make it four wins in the com¬ 
petition on January 9. 

Sutton United are also fly¬ 
ing high in the play-offs of the 
National League South table, 
with boss Paul Doswell insis¬ 
tent he has his best ever 
squad at Gander Green Lane.
